SPECIAL ABILITIES OF SUBJECT, INCLUDING 

KNOWLEDGE OF WEAPONS AND EXPLOSIVES: 

On October 9, 1963, subject advised that he owned a 
.38 caliber pistol, a .22 caliber rifle, and a carbine. 

On July 24, 1964, the files of the Jefferson County 
Sheriff's Office, Birmingham, Alabama, revealed that subject 
had been Issued a pistol permit. 

On October 28, 1964, subject advised that he had had 
training in the use of explosives while in the military service, 
and said, to detonate an explosive, he would use either a 
fuse, which he would light by hand, or an electric blasting 
cap, detonated by an alarm clock mechanism. He added that 
another type of detonator could b© achieved by using chemicals 
in conjunction with a fuse or blasting cap. He said either 
nitric or sulphuric acid could be placed in a plastic container 
similar to the type used to hold pills. He said powdered sugar 
or an unknown chemical would then b@ mixed and inserted into 
a larger size gelatin capsule, of the type used by farmers to 
administer medication to livestock. He said the gelatin 
.capsule then would be dropped into the acid container, the 
acid would then dissolve the capsule, resulting in a chemical 
fire of intense heat, which would be capable of igniting the 
dynamite fuse. He said he had not personally seen this type 
of device used or tested , and was otherwise unable to determine 
how he had obtained information concerning the device. He said 
it is possible the Boy Scouts of America have demonstrated the 
use of this process in starting fires in some of their scientific 
demonstrations.

On January 17, 1964, subject advised that he had 
no information concerning the bombing of the 16th Street 
Baptist Church, or any other bombing in the Birmingham area. 
He said he is not presently a member of the BKA, and about 
one year ago he had been an active member of Eastview Klavern 
Number 13, but had resigned his membership, since several 
members of that Klavern advocated violence with regard to the 
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prevention of integration, and with regard to the racial 
situation in general in Birmingham. He said he had been 
contacted by Klan members and asked to rejoin, but refused 
because of their attitude toward violence. He said he is 
opposed to all types of violence, and believes the racial 
situation in Birmingham should only be handled through 
judicial action, rather than violence.

Subject 
denied participation in the bombing, or in any other bombings, 
and said he does not know who might be talking against him, 
but if he goes to jail for three years, he will make sure 
to get those who put him there when he gets out. When asked 
specifically about the 16th Street Baptist Church , he said 
he had no part in that bombing, and would personally kill 
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anyone who said h® did. When 'asked about what testimony 
he would give to a Grand Jury, subject " said w That 5 s when 
the Fifth Amendment will com® in handy.” 

On March 16, 1965, while being interviewed con- 
cerning the bombing ©f th@ 16th Street Baptist Church, 
subject stated that if he wanted to bomb this church, he 
would probably use two cars, and only two men. One man 
would be the lookout and parked somewhere in the immediate 
vicinity, while the other man would drive in the area, 
park his car, and plant the bomb. He indicated he was 
in favor of such a plan, since he would not want too many 
people involved. When asked if such a bomb could be placed 
or thrown against a building, in view of utilizing a timing 
device, CHERRY stated the bomb could still be thrown, since 
a timing device such as a clock could be placed in material 
similar to styrofoam or other packing material associated 
with the shipping of portable radios. He later speculated 
that due to the excessive weight of a bomb, and the fragile 
nature of a clock or other timing device, it might be laid 
down, rather than thrown.

When questioned generally whether he was behaving 
himself, CHERRY stated to the interviewing Agents that they 
must already be aware of a recent incident wherein he had occasion 
to "slap the (obscene) out of a nigger at the 'Birmingham News'." 
When questioned for more specific information, CHERRY advised that 
his 14 year old son was a newspaper delivery boy and a few weeks 
previously had had some trouble with a 19 year old Negro boy 
who had stolen his ball of string used for tying the newspapers. 
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Upon hearing this CHEERY stated he went to the newspaper stand 
and questioned the Negro who denied the theft. CHERRY said he 
slapped the Negro around good and the four or five' other Negroes 
who were standing around ran and called the police. He said 
when he realized they had called the police he left in a hurry 
and has not heard anything about the incident since and has not 
let his son go back to his delivery job. CHERRY was asked if this 
was the son who injured his finger in the explosion of what was 
described as a match -he ad bomb. He stated it was and again 
denied that this injury resulted from the explosion of a dynamite 
cap. He said his son had made what the kids in the neighborhood 
describe as a "spoke bomb" made by filling the hollow spoke of 
a motorcycle wheel with match heads and then inserting. a metal 
rod smaller^, than;? the. spoke, .into,. the spoke where it packs the match 
heads tight and when a lighted match is held under the spoke the 
head ignites the match heads causing the rod to fly out of the 
spoke with great force. He explained that his son was tapping 
the metal rod into the spoke when the match heads ignited causing 
the rod to injure his finger. 

CHERRY once again denied any implication in the building 
or setting out of green dynamite bombs in Birmingham on March 21, 

1964 and April 1, 1965, and also any implication in the bombing of 
the 16th Street Baptist Church in September, 1963. He stated that 
he was given a lie detector test concerning the green dynamite 
bombs by a state Investigator who told him that he had passed the 
test with flying colors. When told by the interviewing Agents 
that he was still considered a logical suspect in the 16th 
Street Baptist Church bombing, CHERRY replied with a nervous 
laugh and stated that anyone is entitled to his opinion and that 
he did not mind if we considered him a suspect but stated that he 
was getting a little tired of Agents talking to his neighbors and 
snooping around his house and the alley behind his house at all 
hours of the day and night. He stated that his wife is especially 
disturbed by this activity and is a nervous wreck because of it.

At this point in the interview, which was conducted by 
CHERRY* s truck in the alley behind the 2121 Building, a green 
Oldsmobile pulled up to where CHERRY and the interviewing Agents 
were standing, whereupon the occupant, speaking to CHERRY said, 
"Are you having any trouble? I don't have my gun with me but 
I can go home and get it.** CHERRY told the occupant that he 
was not having trouble. CHERRY and the occupant then discussed 
the large confederate flag painted on the roof of the car and 
the i ndividu al drove off. CHERRY said that this man is named 
(FNU) | I but would not discuss him further. This car is 

described as a I960 Old smobile, green in color, bearing 1965

During the interview it was noted that CHERRY’S 
shoes were covered with a reddish-brown substance which he 
explained is a substance used to give a reddish color to 
concrete when it is used for decorative purposes. He stated 
that he has hauled this stuff in his truck and is using some 
himself in a concrete walk he is building in his backyard. 

The interviewing Agents suggested to CHERRY that 
since he was not implicated in any bombing activity he would 
have no objections if the Agents visited at his home where they b7C 
could talk at greater length and have a look around his house 
and property. CHERRY was visibly annoyed at this suggestion 
and stated that such an arrangement would be impossible. He 
stated that his wife was upset enough over the FBI’s activity 
and would not tolerate Agents snooping around her house. He 
continued that if the Agents tried to gain access to his house, 
he would be forced to see his lawyer and get a court injunct ion. 
CHERRY stated that he retains the services of | 1 as 

his attorney. 
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CHERRY advised that he no longer owns a 1960 Corvair 
automobile, stating that he sold this to his minister and bought 
a 1958 gray and white Pontiac with 1965 Alabama tag # 1A-89269. 

CHERRY advised that he is currently /'fixing up" his 
house in order to rent it out for a few months. He stated he 
plans oh selling his house in the near future to the Pure Oil 
Company. He stated that he plans on moving out into the country 
in order to get out of his present neighborhood which he described 
as being run down and full of drunks. He concluded the interview 
at this point and reaffirmed his position on racial integration 
by stating, "My kids will never go to school with no niggers - 
I'll move out in the country and build my own school if necessary.'
